New York, Dec. 6.—The steamship 
John Lambert, listed in the maritime 
register as an American ve'ssel, was 
shelled and sunk without warning by 
a German submarine off. the Isle of 
Wight on November 22, according to 
members of the crew, Americans, who 
arrived here today on the French 
line steamship Eupagne, from Bor- 
deaux.

The John Lambert was the last of 
twelve Great Lakes craft to be taken 
to France for delivery. Bight mem- 
bers of the crews of four of the ves- 
sels were passengers on the Espagne 
today. The Great Lakes and St. Law- 
rence Transportation company own- 
ed the John Lambert of 1.6oO tons, 
which was built in 1903 at Chicago.

Madison, Dec. 6.—Six hundred and 
forty-seven residents of North Dakota, 
all farmers but live, representing over 
$120,000,000 in wealth, arrived here 
this morning to spend one day In 
Wisconsin of the biggest agricultural 
tour ever conducted: in America.

night for three days at the Chicago 
livestock show, the farmers spent the

The farmers in the party represent 
average wealth of $187,000 and they 
measure land holdings by sections and 
not by acres. At least three in the

North Dakota farm lands. 
"North Dakota, is not to remain a 
wheat state," declared Dr. E. F. Ladd,

complied by government officials. A 
great number of separations come 
about immediately after marriage. 
Whereas in England the proportion 
of divorce is only two to every 20,000 
marriages and In the United States 
it is 'eighty-two. In Japan there are 
no fewer 'than 173 divorces to every 
20,*00 ./marriages. Moat of the di- 
vorces recorded have been brought 
about 
by 
"mutual 
consent" . and 
through, the efforts of .go-betweens 
•responsible for the. original union. 
They were accomplished without sub- 
mission to court or law. Out of the 
59,00u divorces which were effected 
between 1883 and 1902 only 409 cases 
were obtained by law suits. 
The divorce report says: 
"This re- 
markable state of affairs is attribu- 
table to the fact that ideas of in- 
dividual rights and obligations as well 
as knowledge and experience of the 
law are bu.t scantily developed In the 
minds of 'the Japanese people. But 
since the Japanese women are now 
growing in the consciousness of their 
dignity and rights we hear now and 
then of eases of women fighting for 
divorces in the courts of law.' 
In conclusion the 
report 
urges 
stricter regulations, pointing out the 
general tendency in the 
civilized 
world is toward gradual diminution of 
divorce and that the proportion in 
Japan is becoming alarming. .- •.

FRANCE RECOGNIZES 
AID OF THE FARMER 
DURING PRESENT WAR 


Third of "Fighting 
Strength 
From 


Rural 
Districts.—Women 
Work Hard. 


Paris, Dec. 6.—''The farmers of 
France have done well for the coun- 
try and their efforts in the wheat 
field as well as on the battlefield must 
be recognized," said Ch. Brillaud de 
Laujardiere, head:of the great nation- 
al agriculturists' society of France, to 
a correspondent of The Associated 


"Farm hands alone furnished more 
than a third of the fighting strength 
—more than the men of any other oc- 
cupation, and their exploits have fur- 
nished pagos of citations In the Jour- 
nal Offlclel. The peasants at home—- 
particularly the women, have, in their 
way, done .quite as well. They have 
really been the 'BtaH of life' to France 
during these trying two years, since 
tintll latelv they got only praise while 
those at the front get. decorations. 
_ . 
"Every peasant woman or farmer s 
wife or daughter who has replaced a 
man called to arms shall have a sort 
of decoration, too, in the form of a 
diploma that will tell what she has 
done fpr her country, just as a gener- 
al's citation makes known an act of 
heroism on the battlefield.'' 
M. IJaujardiere is qualified to speak 
for the rural population; he feels the 
pulse of French agriculture every 
morning when he opens the thousands 
ofletters that come to his office from 
farms all • over the country. He pre- 
sides over the Syndicate Central des 
Agriculteurs de France. This is not 
quite the same thing as the National 
Grange in the United States but In 
many ways it bears the same relation 
to its members. Its membership com- 
prises more than a thousand local 
syndicates besides 17,000 individual 
members among the 
elite 
of 
the 
French agriculturalists. 
. 
"The French farmer was formerly 
essentially indivdualist," said M. Lau- 
jardiere, '"but he has learned the 
value of association and nearly every 
farming 
community is 
organized. 
There are 6178 agricultural syndicates 
in France, with a membership before 
the war of 1,250,000, assembled in 85 
different unions of synidcates.
